lected will be forwarded to Ireland.

At a meeting of tho Louisville
American Irish Relief Association
held at the Seelbach Hotel on March
21, presided over by Chairman
Owen Sullivan, tho Finance Com-
mittee forwarded $13,000 to J. J.Pulleyn, National Treasurer, New
York City, with Instructors to sendto Ireland ifor lmmedlato relief.
Tho distribution in Ireland is incharge of C. J. France, brother of
United States Senator France, ofMaryland, and James Douglass, of
tho Society of Friends (Quakers), Ito
be disbursed to the needy regardless
of creed. The campaign continues
until March 31, when the balance
will be forwarded.
